7 HEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  lay- 
ing down  of  water  pipes,  and  the  opening  up 
of  streets  for  that  or  any  other  purpose. 

Therefore  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation

1.  No  person  or  persons  shall  break,  tear  up,  or  re- 
move any  planking,  pavement,  sidewalk,  curbing, 
macadamizing  or  other  road  surface,  or  make  any  ex- 
cavation in  or  under  any  street  or  sidewalk  of  the 
City  for  the  purpose  of  building,  or  of  laying  down 
water  pipes  or  otherwise,  without  having  first  ob- 
tained a proper  permit  or  license  from  the  Mayor  and 
Council  or  Board  of  Works  so  to  do,  and  such  permit 
being  granted  the  same  shall  be  done  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Board  of  Works,  and  shall,  under  the 
same  inspection,  be  replaced,  re-laid  and  made  good 
by  the  party  or  parties  who  may  have  required  to 
have  the  same  removed,  and  such  removal  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  continue  any  longer  than  is  absolutely 
necessary. 

In  every  case  where  the  said  Mayor  and  Council 
may  see  fit  to  grant  permission  as  aforesaid,  the  party 
or  parties  to  whom  the  same  is  granted  shall  be  held 
responsible  for  any  and  all  accidents  that  may  occur  to 
any  person  or  property  by  reason  thereof,  and  shall 
keep  and  maintain  su  :h  lights  and  watchmen,  and 
shall  take  such  further  cure  and  precaution,  as  may  he 
necessary  for  the  protection  and  safety  of  the  public. 

2.  In  every  ease  where  any  person  or  persons,  com- 
pany or  companies,  desire  to  lay  down,  Like  up  or  re 
move  any  water  pipes,  he  or  they  shall  first  obtain 
permission  from  the  Mayor  and  Council,  or  Board  of 
Works,  as  aforesaid. 

3.  In  every  case  where  the  said  Mayor  and  Council 

may  see  fit  to  grant  permission  as  aforesaid,  the  party 
to  whom  the  same  is  granted  shall  lay  down  the  said 

wat  r pipes  at  a depth  of  not  less  than  two  feet  be- 
neath the  surface  of  the  street  where  practicable,  and 


such  work  shall  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Board  of  Works. 

No  Chinamen  shall  be  employed  on  the  above  work. 

4.  No  person  or  persons,  company  or  companies, 
shall  be  allowed  to  place  any  stop-cock  in  any  position 
in  the  line  of  the  street  other  than  beneath  the  side- 
walk in  connection  with  said  waterpipes. 

5.  Any  person  or  persons  guilty  of  an  infraction  of 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  shall,  on  con- 
viction thereof  in  a summary  way  before  the  Police 
Magistrate,  or  one  or  moie  Justices  of  the  Peace  hav- 
ing jurisdiction  within  the  City  of  New  Westminster, 
be  liable  to  a fine  of  not  less  than  $10,  nor  more  than 
$25,  or  by  imprisonment  for  any  term  not  exceeding 
one  month,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Police  Magistrate 
or  Justices  making  the  conviction. 

This  By-Law  may  be  cited  as  the  “ Water  Pipe  By- 
Law,  1887.”

r PHE  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vancouver 
_L  in  Council  assembled,  enact  as  follows : — 

1.  That  Saturday,  the  4th  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1887, 
be  the  day  fixed  by  this  By-Law  for  taking  the  votes 
of  the  electors  of  this  City  on  the  By-Law  mentioned 
in  the  recital  hereof,  at  the  hour  of  nine  of  the  clock 
in  the  forenoon  till  the  hour  of  five  of  the  clock  in  the 
afternoon.

4.  That  the  City  Ball,  on  Powell  street  in  this  City, 
be  the  polling  place  at  which  the  votes  of  the  electors 
shall  be  taken  for  W’ard  No.  3,  and  John  Devine  shall 
be  and  he  is  hereby  appointed  Returning  Officer  to 
take  the  votes  at  such  place. 

5.  That  Charles  G.  Johnson’s  residence  on  Lot  2, 
Block  23,  District  Lot  No.  196,  on  Westminster 
Avenue  in  this  City,  be  the  polling  place  at  which  the 
votes  of  the  electors  shall  bo  taken  for  W’ard  No.  4, 
and  Charles  G.  Johnson  shall  be  and  he  is  hereby  ap- 
pointed Returning  Officer  to  take  the  votes  at  such 
place. 

(i.  That  .1.  W.  Jackson’s  residence  on  Westminster 
Avenue,  in  this  City,  be  the  polling  place  at  which  the 
votes  ot  the  electors  shall  be  taken  for  Ward  No.  5, 
and  J.  W . Jackson  shall  be  and  h • is  hereby  appointed 
Returning  Officer  to  take  the  votes  at  such  place.
